Gen. Sherman, we lift our cap to you, 
and salute you as tho discoverer — no, that hon- 
or belongs to Gen. Anderson — hut as the next 
discoverer of the great practical fact, that a 
Constitution and Government is not to be up- 
held by a gross and tyrannical violation of its 
most fundamental principles, any more than a 
brave, high-spirited and free people are to bo 
forced into a reluctant loyalty, by a shameless 
and systematic invasion of their dearest liber- 
ties.

The justice and sagacity of tho one may yet 
save to the Federal Union, what the fanatical 
ignorance and malignant despotism of the 
other had well nigh lost to it — the great 
and once truly loyal State of Kentucky. If 
that result is yet to be one of the triumphs of 
the future, Kentucky and the Union will be 
indebted for it, not to the good sense and hon- 
est principle of their statesmen, but to the 
wise judgment and forbearance of their sol- 
diers. But is Gen Sherman in earnest? Does 
lie mean what ho says? Or does he but “keep 
tho promise to the ear to break it to the hope? ” 
lias be become infected by brief contact and 
association with leading Kentucky Unionists 
with their prevailing moral epidemic, and 
practically learned from them what, perhaps, 
he had failed to learn from tho wily Talleyrand 
himself, tliut “ words were made to disguise 
thoughts, not express them?” lias he soon the 
late shameless declaration of tho Louisville 
Journal that tho neutrality of the Union party, 
ns set forth in the address of its State Central 
Committee and the resolutions of the Legisla- 
ture, was but a mero temporary expedient, n 
wiley and artful dodge adopted to amuse and 
deceive for the hour a trusting and confiding 
people, and that accomplished, to be summarily 
thrown aside as no longer useful or respecta- 
ble, and does he, in sheer admiration of 
the shameless but dexterous trick wish to try his 
hand at the same bold and unprincipled game? 
In short, has he wearied of the honest blunt- 
ness and straightforward candor so natural 
and admirable in the gallant soldier he is said 
to be, and does ho now long for the acquisition 
of the quick-eyed astuteness and well prac- 
ticed dissimulation of the mere unprincipled 
political demagogue, he is so universally be- 
lieved not to be? If the “neutrality” of 
Prentice and Harney and Wolfe and others 
meant war, their “independence” meant un- 
qualified submission, and their “unsheathing 
the sword against the federal government” 
meant crimsoning it to the hilt in the best 
blood of the South — may not the freedom of 
Gen. Sherman mean arrest, his liberty mean 
imprisonment, and his law mean unmitigated 
despotism? AVe will be pardoned for indulg- 
ing in these hj’pothetical and apparently im- 
probable statements. AVe frankly confess 
them improbable ; but they are by no means 
impossible. Gen. Sherman is but a man, 
nothing more, nothing less; and so, with all 
deference to their highnesses, are the distin- 
guished members of the Union Central Com- 
mittee. And yet their manhood has not 
scrupled to most shamefully deceive tho peo- 
ple of Kentucky in a point vital to their hon- 
or and safety, by construing plain language 
in a sense which it can by no just and rational 
principle of interpretation be made to bear? 
and which, at the time they employed it, they 
never intended it should bear. In the pov- 
erty of their political principle, and in the 
very shallowness of their supposed political 
astuteness, they have essayed to play Talley- 
rand, and the result of it all is the certain loss 
of future political power to themselves and 
their party in the State, and the probable loss 
of the State to the Union, not to mention 
their even great personal loss, which perhaps 
concerns them hilt little, of the respect and 
confidence of the great mass of the more hon- 
est and truthful portion of their fellow-citizens. 
AVith such an illustrious example of public 
dissimulation before him, and surrounded by 
the influences of such a moral and political 
school, would it be at all miraculous if virtue 
and out-spoken candor, even such as General 
Sherman is said to possess, should finally give 
way, and the manly and truthful candorof the j 
soldier be exchanged for the expert equivoca- j 
tion and dexterous double-dealing of the ur 
scrupulous politician ? Stranger things have 
happened heretofore. As strange may hap- 
pen hereafter. Generals Anderson and Sher- 
man issue their proclamations against illegal ar- 
rests and removal from the State, and yet those 
illegal arrests and imprisonments go on with- 
in their department pretty much the same as 
though no proclamations had been issued. 
Petty civil despots, and conceited military 
underlings, pay just so much attention to the 
proclamations as teaches them to neglect or 









despise their injunctions. Tho command- 
ing general orders no arrests to be made, 
hut their insubordinate subordinates make 
them. The chief ostentatiously proclaims the 
principles of personal and constitutional free- 
dom — but the over-zealous subaltern ruthlessly 
destroys them. The credulous citizen reads 
the proclamations and fondly dreams of liber- 
ty under tho constitution and laws of the 
land. But the suspected rebel realizes bis 
dream of liberty as he painfully shudders in 
the darkness of tlie dismal cells of Fort La- 
fayette, or shivers in his scant covering upon 
the cold earth at Camp Chase; and this is 
what these fine proclamations of Gens. An- 
derson and Sherman practically amount to, 
and not much more. They seem only to 
serve to sharpen the zeal and set oil' the pa- 
triotic vigilance of such immaculate patriots 
and equivocal heroes as the notorious Nelson 
and others of his class, who still, in defiance 
of constitution and law and proclamations 
continue to make their own groundless suspi- 
cions the standard of loyalty, and malignant 
enmities the measure of personal freedom. 
If Gen. Sherman is in earnest in his procla- 
mation, why does he not put a summary stop 
to these illegal proceedings of his subordi- 
nate, Nelson, and others; or if still persisted 
in, demand their immediate discharge from 
the service, at least within his own depart- 
ment. Let him take this step, and every one 
will then know that he is in earnest — means 
what ho says — and that his pledges to the ! 
people can be trusted. Public quiet and con- 
fidence in, if not affection for, tbe government 
will be tho result. And this, or some similar 
step, he owes no less to bis own honor and i 
self-respect than he does to that publie'libcrty 
it is his duty to uphold, and the interests of that 
Union ho came into tho State to defend. ] 
These arrests have already been, in the high- 
est degree, injurious to the Union cause in the 
State. Their continuance or renewal will he 
in the last degree disastrous to it in future. 
The people of Kentucky are all unused to 
such proceedings; and what is more to the 
point, they cannot and will not tamely accus- ; 
tom themselves or submit to them. The 
more they see of them, hear of them, and 
think of them, the more they abhor and de- 
test them, and the more firmly will they de- 
termine to resist them. The effort may still 
bo made to deceive them in regard to the true 
chat actor or such proceedings, or to intimidate 
them by the threat and presence of military 
force into acquiesence in them ; but they will 
see through tho shallow deception, and they 
will scorn tho impotent threat with the quick 
intelligence and determined courage of a free 
people, who value real 'liberty more highly 
than they do any form of government, how- 
ever venerable, and love honest truth moro 
than they do any form of deception, however 
plausible or seductive. I utter a timely warn- 
ing, and in the language of prophetic in- 
stinct say to tho civil leaders and military au- | 
thorities of tbe State, simply, beware. The 
Louisville Journal may, out of the very 
depths of its malignity, call upon tbe admin- 
istration to send to Fort Lafayette all who, | 
by word or pen, criticise unfavorably its ae- ; 
tion, civil or military, and tlie Louisville 
Democrat may, in tbe very extremity of its 
stupidity and abasement, suggest the sup- j 
pressionof an honest but loyal fellow-journal [ 
in another State, and thus by their instigation ! 
of tyranny and lawlessness seal their own in- 
famy; but they have yet to learn that they 
have already ceased to be groat powers in 
the State. Their dominion is at an end. They | 
have exchanged the rich sceptre of public re- j 
spect and public confidence for the barren [ 
one of sycophantic dependence and subser- i 
viency to an administration they have both | 
most bitterly assailed; and in a moment of! 
infatuation they have blindly suggested as ap- 
plicable to others what may yet, in different 
bands, prove the instrument of their own 
richly merited doom. The future looms up 
in the near perspective big with events. In j 
tbe shadowy ontline of those events the citi- | 
zen, true to tbe laws and loyal to the Consti- 
tution, can see nothing to fear, while they 
who would trample upon liberty and outrage 
the sancity of constitutional and legal rights, 
may, if they but look carefully, see in them 
the just judgment and quickly moving ma- 
chinery of their own certain and merited de- 
struction. Let tbe Louisville Journal and 
Democrat look well upon tbe as yet dim in- 
distinct forms of the fast approaching specta- 
cle and offend no more — recollecting that ns 
“they who live by the sword shall perish by 
the sword," so they who would act without law 
may yet themselves fall without law. 

Since writing the above, we have seen in a 
late number of tlie Democrat an article giv- 
ing strong evidence of a returning sense of 
reason and justice, and condemning in un- 
qualified terms the whole system of illegal ar- 
rests. AVe gladly note the fact, and hope that 
tbe Democrat, which in times past stood up 
so stoutly and boldly in defense of tlie princi- 
ples of religious liberty, will be none the less 
bold and fearless, now that the very founda- 
tions of aR personal and constitutional free- 
dom are so fearfully assailed. Its future fame, j 
if not security, in no ordinary degree, depend I 
upon it. Tho Democrat wisely recognizes a 
fact, which its friends of the Union party and 
the government, if equally wise, will not for- 
got, that tho people of Kentucky may bo eon- 
rolled by justice, but cannot bo enslaved by 
he despotic abuse of power.

Southern News. 

AVe are indebted to the Louisville Journal 
of tbe 8th, for the following items of South, 
ern news, copied from the Bowling-Green 
Louisville Courier : 

Col. Tilgbman of tbe 3d Kentucky regi- 
ment in tbe rebel army, lias been appointed a 
Brigadier General, and succeeds Col. Alcorn, 
of Miss., in command in tho vicinity of Hop- 
kinsville, Ky. 

A letter from Hopkinsville to tbe Courier 
says Gen. Tilghmnn's brigade is composed of 
tbe First and Third Mississippi regiments, one 
Kentucky regiment, and about three hundred 
cavalry, mostly /Kentuckians. 

An armed Confederate steamer lias brought 
another prize safely into harbor, and the pas- 
sengers arrived in Charleston, among them 
Capt. Richard Bartlett and lady. 

Also the following prizes: Big Betsy Ams, 
AVells, of Maine, Michael, Tennessee, and six 
others, were captured. The AV ells sailed from 
New York for Cardenason thcGthof October. 
She was captured some days ago with an as- 
sorted cargo. 

In the Confederate Court, Michael Mc- 
Namara, charged with embezzling public 
money and robbing the mail, pleaded guilty, 
and was sentenced on one indictment to threi 
months' imprisonment and ono hundred dol- 
lars fine; and on the second indictment to ten 
years’ imprisonment. 

The Adjutant General says the report that 
Gen. Evans disobeyed orders at Leesburg is 
erroneous. Gens. Johnston and Beauregard 
have written Gen. E. complimentary letters. 

Col Featherston, of the 17th Mississippi 
regiment, says the rebel captures at Leesburg 
sum up 720 prisoners, 4 cannon, and 16,000 j 
stand of arms. 

The privateer Sumpter is said to have been 1 
captured to the leeward of Barbadoes. The ; 
same dispatch says that tbe rebel loss at Lees- 
burg was 32 killed and 106 wounded. 

George S. Bruce arrived at Nashville from 
Covington, Ky., on tbe 31st lilt., and furnish- 
ed, the Courier folks with Northern papers, 
and the army, doubtless, with valuable in- 
formation. 

Col. AVigfall, of Texas, has been promoted 
to a Brigadier Generalship, and Gen. Bonham, 
of S. C., to a Major Generalship in the rebel 
army. 

It is stated in Richmond that 516 vessels 
have run the Southern blockade since the 15th 
of May last. 

The Memphis Appeal has a correspondent 
in Faducah, who keeps that paper fully post- 
ed as to the state of affairs there. 

The following dispatches, dated Savannah, 
Ga., Oct. 31, were received in Richmond. 

R. K. Meade, late U. S. Minister to Brazil, 
lias arrived safe. 

Capt. S. J. Short, of the British Navy, has 
resigned his commission, arrived at Savan- 
nah, and tendered his’services to tbe Confed- 
erate States Government. 

Tho South Carolina, arrived from Europe, 
reports the feeling in England and France as 
warming up in favor of the South. 

A valuable cargo of coffee, ammunition, 
saltpetre, sulphur, and small arms recently 
arrived. 

Gov. Humphrey has issued a proclamation 
calling on the citizens to repair to their 
houses of worship on tbe 15th of November, 
in view of an impending conflict, to implore 
God s blessing. 

The steamer Theodora has nrrived, and re- 
ports that Mason and Slidell arrived at Nas- 
sau on the lltli, Cardenas on the lGth, and 
Havana on the 17th. The ladies of Havana 
presented tho steamer with a flag. The ladies 
of Matanzas sent Hampton's Legion a flag, 
and a dinner was given the officers and pas- 
sengers by the citizens of Havana. Tho The- 
odore returned with a valuable cargo. She 
reports that tbe steamer Keystone State cap- 
tured a Southern steamer loaded with arms 
and ammunition, and has gone to New York. 

The Alexandria (La.) Constitutional of tbe 
19th ult., says: 

AVe learn that there is to be erected near 
this city a large slaughter house, at which 
40,000 beeves are to be slain and packed for 
tlie use of tho army. AVe learn that the 
butchers have contracted to furnish the Gov- 
ernment with 100,000 barrels of mess beef. 
The work of slaughtering will commence in a 
few weeks. 

The Little Rock Gazette of the 26th ultimo 
says Hon. Solon Borland has been appointed 
Brigadier General.

General Orders, No. 2. 

Headquarters Kentucky Militia. 

Adjutant General’s Office, ■> 
Frankfort, Oct. 18, 1861. / 

THE public service dcmnnds that the gal- 
lant men who have tendered their services to 
their State and Government, and are now in 
camp, shall be put into active service in the 
field at the earliest day possible. 

It is now, therefore, ordered, by the direc- 
tion of the Military Board, that all compa- 
nies, parts of companies, independent, or at- 
tached to any regiment now forming within 
this Commonwealth, not having the mini- 
mum number of privates, (Infantry 64, Cav- 
alry 56,) on the 10th day of November next, 
w ill he brought together afld consolidated in- 
to companies with a view to a prompt organ- 
ization of the companies into regiments, ac- 
cording to the provisions of acts of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State. 

Orders for consolidating fractional compa- 
nies will he made with a view as far as may 
he practicable, of associating together men 
enlisted in the same neighborhood. 

All persons authorized to raise companies 
or regiments will report from day to day tlie 
number of men enlisted by them respectively, 
reporting only such as are actually in camp or 
quarters, and sworn into service. 

Tbe order for consolidating the fractional 
companies will be made on the returns from 
recruiting officers, dated 10th November, 
1861. 

A failure for three consecutive days to re- 
port the number of men in camp, as directed 
by this order, will be considered ns an aban- 
donment of tho post by the officer in charge, 
and tho authority given him to recruit will 
be at once cancelled, and another will be as- 
signed to his place. By order.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

V hkrkas, The following resolutions, viz 

AVhf.rkas, Kentucky has been invaded by 
tbe forces of tbe so-called Confederate States, 
and the commanders of the forces so invading 
tlie State have insolently prescribed the con- 
ditions upon which they will withdraw, thus 
insulting the dignity of ‘the State by demand- 
ing terms to which Kentucky cannot listen 
without dishonor; therefore, 

1. Be it resolved by the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the 
invaders must lie expelled; inasmuch as there 
are now in Kentucky Federal troops assem- 
bled for the purpose of preserving the tran- 
quility of the State, and of defending and pro- 
tecting the people of Kentucky in the peaceful 
enjoyment of their lives and property, it is — 

2. Further resolved, That General Hubert 
Anderson, a native Kentuckian, who has been 
appointed to the command of the Department 
of Cumberland, he requested to take instant 
command, with authority and power from 
this Commonwealth to call out a volunteer 
force in Kentucky for the purposeof repelling 
tlie invaders from our soil. 

3. Resolved, That in using the means which 
duty and honor require shall bo used to expel 
the invaders from the soil of Kentucky, no 
citizen shall be molested on account of his 
political opinions; that no citizens' property 
shall ho taken or confiscated because of 
such opinions, nor shall any slave be set 
free by any military commander, and that all 
peaceable citizens and their families are enti- 
tled to, and shall receive the fullest protection 
of tho Government in tho enjoyment of their 
lives, their liberties und their property. 

4. Resolved, That His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, lie 
requested to give all the aid in his power to 
accomplish the end desired by these resolutions, 
and that ho call out so much of the military 
force of the State under his command, as may 
be necessary therefor, and that he place tho 
same under the command of Gen. Thomas L. 
Crittenden. 

5. Resolved, That the patriotism of every 
Kentuckian is invoked, and is confidently re- 
lied upon to give active aid in the defense of 
tlie Commonwealth. 

Have this day been passed by both Houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor'sobjections thereto 
to the contrary notwithstanding, and arethere- 
forethe law of the land, I do hereby issne this 
my proclamation, cnjoiningall officers andciti- 
zens of this State to render obedience to all 
the requirements of said resolutions, and in 
obedience thereto, I have ordered Gen. Thom- 
as L. Crittenden to execute the purposes con- 
templated by said resolutions; and I hereby 
require all citizens of Kentucky subject to 
military duty to obey tho call which the stid 
Gen. Crittenden may make upon them in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of said resolu- 
tions.

Bishop Hughes’ Thunderbolt Against the Abo- 
litionists. 

Professor Brownson Rebuked — An Abolition 
Brigade Recommended. 

{From the Metropolitan Record, the organ of Arch- 
bishop llughosj 

The October number of Brownson’s Quar. 
terly Review lias just made its appearance. 
In a literary point of view it is not inferior 
to preceding numbers of the same work, the 
fourth article is entitled: 

L’ ABOLITION' II K LESCLAVAGE, PAR AUGUSTIN 

COCHIN, ANCIEN MAIRK BT CONSEILI.EK HE 

I. A VILLE DE PARIS. PARIS: JACQUES LE-

Under this caption the lteviewer writes a I 
treatise on slavery and the war. TYe cannot^ 
help thinking that this paper, so far as it was 
intended to influence the Catholic readers of 
the Review, is at once untimely and mischiev- 
ous. The Catholics of this country have ob- 
tained great credit for having entirely kept 
out of discussions on the question of slavery. 
Neither do they wish to havo that question 
thrust upon them in a periodical which is sup- 
posed to he published in the interest of their 
religion. 

Dr. Brownson maintains that the end and 
purpose of the war is not, or at least should 
not be merely to sustain the Constitution, 
Government, and laws of the country, but to 
abolish slavery in the Southern States. A T ou>, 
we Catholics, and avast majority of our brave \ 
troops in the field, have not the slightest idea j 
of carrying on a war that costa so much blood 
and treasure, just to gratify a clique of Abo- 
litionists in the Forth. If it were generally \ 
known that this is one of the purposes of ihe 
soar, the drafting of troops would become im- 
mediately necessary — volunteers would be few 
indeed — and the business of recruiting w odd 
become even slacker than it is now said to 
be. 

The war is, as we have said, for the main- 
tenance and defense of our Constitution and 
Government. In the progress of war it is 
difficult to foresee what turn events may take 
in the South, under the pressure of military 
necessity; hut to announce beforehand that 
one of its purposes is to set the slaves in the 
Southern States free, and, as a consequence, 
even arm them against the white population, 
is to vitiate in popular estimation the high 
motives by which the Government and the 
gallant officers in command of the army are 1 
actuated. 

Napoloon III, announced that France 
made war on Italy for an “ idea, ” but the 
idea was his own and not furnished bv Abo- 
litionism. Here, on the contrary, that clique 
who shun the battle-field and become self- 
complacent in their fanaticism, under the 
imagination that our brave soldiers are fight- 
ing their battle, without being aware of it, 
are teeming with "ideas" which they expect 
the country to take up and realize , even by the 
sword. 

True patriots will ho shocked at the review- 
er’s interpretation of what the war means or 
should mean. They will ask, was it for this 
that our dauntless soldiers fell in battle ? 
Was it for this that many of them, together j 
with their bravo officers, are now pining away 
in the captivity of a Southern dungeon '! 
Take, for instance, Col. Corcoran and his gal- 
lant fellow-prisoners of theSixty-ninth. Was 
it for this that Cameron fell on the battle-field, j 
without any friendly eye to gaze on his coun- j 
tenanec whilst he lay 

hike a warrior taking his rest. 

With his martial cloak around him? 

Was it for this that the noble-hearted and 
gallant Ward was, me might say, assassinated 
on the deck of his vessel '! Was it for this 
that the unyielding patriot and heroic com- j 
mnnder of Fort Sumter, as well as the equal- 
ly heroic Mulligan at Lexington, no less than 
the brave Gen. Lyon, who fell on the field, j 
were so cruelly neglected and left to their 
fate until reinforcements came too late?! 
Was it to carry out the idea of Abolitionism ' 
that these noble warriors, and thousands of less 
distinguished names, have already given their 
lives, as they imagined, for the support of the 
Constitution and the preservation of the 
Union ? 

No, no. The crime charged against the 
adherents of what is called the Southern Con- 
federacy, is their wish and attempt to over- 
throw the Constitution and the Government 
of these United States. Aow this crime had ; 
been attempted by the Abolitionists, but not 
in the candid bravery of the Southern Seces- 
sionists. 

One of the Abolitionists, perhaps their ablest 
man, described the Constitution as a “ covenant 
with hell." The Abolitionists would take ad- 
vantage of double tides, and in order to be con- 
sistent, whilst they would have our army to ! 
destroy slavery in the South, they themselves 
sympathize with tho people of the seceded 
States who are endeavoring to destroy this 
same “ covenant with hell. ” We do not 
say that all the Abolitionists regard the 
Constitution in the sarno light as the author 
of the atrocious expression just quoted. But 
wo have never seen that expression or its au- 
thor repudiated in their speeches, writings, or 
resolutions. 

Between the Secessionists of the South 
and the Abolitionists of the North, the Con- 
stitution is now in a most perilous condi- 
tion. The former attack it in front, tho lat- 
ter assail it in tho rear or on the flank. The 
former wish to get clear of its requirements 
because they think it has not been fairly 
carried out in their regard, the latter because 
it is, as they say, a “ covenant with hell. ” 
Still these Abolitionists profess to be loyal 
citizens, wishing to preserve the Union and 
sustain the Government, provided the latter 
shall abolish slavery tetotally throughout the 
land. 

Every man has a right to form his own 
opinions on the existence of slavery, pro or 
con, as his judgment and conscience may dic- 
tate. But if our fellow-citizens of the North 
are so bent on the destruction of slavery, we 
would beg leave to suggest that they should 
form an Abolition Brigade, and do at least a 
part of the fighting, for the advancement of 
their “ idea. ” Wo could suggest even the 
name of the Brigadier-General who should be 
at the head of this Brigado. It is true that 
he has not acquired, as yet, the name of a 
great commander; he is not, however, un- 
acquainted with the scenery of this battle; 
and though he may never have smelt powder, 
nevertheless, he must have seen at a distance 
the smoke arising from its explosion. His 
forte, however — and it is no trifling quality 
in a Genera] — would be the science of retreat. 
By this Xenophon of old, with his 10,000, im- 
mortalized his name. The only apprehension 
to be entertained is, that even in retreat our 
modern Xenophon would leavo his thousands 
behind. Still he could quote the example of 
one of the greatest Captains either of this 
century or any other, who retired with a very 
small retinue from Moscow, the ancient capi- 
tal of Russia, leaving his magnificent army 
to follow at a remote distance on their return 
to Paris. 

The Brigadier-General of the Abolition 
Brigade would pass, necessarily, through 
Washington, where the President and the 
members of the Cabinet would be likely to 
review them in more than one sense. Sup- 
posing they got a pass to cross tho Potomac 
and entered into the tented fields, now occu- 
pied by our gallant troops, imagination can 
hardly conceive the reception that would await 
them. They would be men of rank, men of 
wealth, scholars, gentlemen, and, taking their 
position, if a position were permitted them, 
they would east to the breeze and flaunt be- 
fore the eyes of both armios tho motto to 
which we have referred. It can be so con- 



veniently painted on the smallest banner, it 
is so expressive — so brief in words — so com- 
prehensive in meaning, and withal so easily 
remembered :

The Brigadier-General whom wo have in 
our mind's eye is the same who published in 
this city that, after slavery shall have been 
disposed of in the South, “Popery must 
bo looked into. ” He professes to be a 
loyal citizen, but this is a curious method 
of inducing other citizens who are tiyuly 
loyal to rally to the support of the Consti- 
tution, tho Government, and laws of our 
country. 

Even our Catholic Dr. Brownson holds 
that slavery is the cause of the war. This 
happens to be simply impossible, except in 
the sense that a man’s carrying money on 
his person is the cause of bis being robbed on 
the highway. Slavery existed since tho De- 
claration of Independence and before. And 
if it ever could have been the cause of civil 
war amongtlie people and States of theUnion, 
or of the Colonies, that civil war should have 
broken out say eighty or one hundred years 
ago. Slavery, therefore, is not tho cruse of j 
the war. There is nothing new in it. 

Some times it has appeared to us that Abo- , 
litionism, if it be what it is described by some 
of its most prominent interpreters, stands in 
need of a straight jacket and the humane 
protection of a lunatic asylum. It would do- 
sire (to do the thing completely) that some 
4,000,000 of slaves should he emancipated in 
one day, if possible, even in one hour. But 
it has never thought what is to become of 
these unfortunate people after their emanci- 
pation. They would not have a square inch j 
on tho surface of this globe that they could 
call their own. Where could they sleep the 
first night after their chains had been broken? 
Either on the land of their former owners, 
which would bo a trespass, or on the high- 
way, which public convenience could not 
tolerate. Where are they to go, gentlemen 
Abolitionists? Supposing they sleep some 
where the first night, where are they to get 
food for the next day? You would have de- 
stroyed the relation between them end their 
masters. And after having done this mischief 
to both parties you could not expect their 
masters to still provide them with food, cloth- 
ing, medicine, and medical attendance. — 
Whose business will it he to see to all this? 

Will it he yours simply to look on — rub 
your hands at the triumph of your inconsid- 
erate policy — and, having disrupted the 
whole social fabric in the Southern States, to 
leave the emancipated negroes and the white 
population to fight it out? Is this what you 
mean? Are you honest ir. your theories? If 
so, why not propose to the nation the setting 
apart of some portion of our yet unpeopled 
territory, say a patch of land as large as Eng- 
land, to he settled hv theseemaneipated slaves, 
if emancipation were possible? Why not put 
your hand in your pockets and invite your 
neighbor to do tho same for tho erection of 
huts, or the procurement of even a few rude 
agricultural implements for the maintenance 
of these fourmillions of abolitionized negroes, 
at least during the first year, for tho procur- 
ing of seeds of various kinds, agricultural 
and horticultural, to be planted and cultiva- 
ted by their own hands in view of the second 
year, when they should havo to depend in a 
great measure upon themselves? 

But we have seen another part of your 
scheme, which is, that the negroes, onceeman- 
cipated, might diffuse themselves throughout 
the free States, and especially in the North. 
Well, you have had them in the North, and 
there are some still remaining, hut they are 
becoming few in numbers, and dwindling 
down after the style of tho Indians. How do 
you treat those that you have? Are their 
feelings not out raged on every corner of our 
streets ? Are they not called “black nigger,” 
with a tacit approval even of Ihosc who may 
have had a hand in their running away? 
Even in this great city of Now York, though 
their money is just the same as that which 
white people use, they cannot be admitted 
into an omnibus or a railroad. ear occupied by i 
white people without being reminded by a j 
printed sign that it is a privilege and not a 
right. Arc these the benefits which you in- 
tend to bestow on the liberated negro popula- 
tion of tho South ? What else? In the South 
free blacks are sometimes the keepers of res- 
pectable hotels, and wealthy planters choose 
to patronize them. In the North, if a black 
man were rich enough to purchase the Astor 
House he would have no white guests. All 
these things should havo been foreseen and 
looked to by philanthropists Iiefore attempt- 
ing to inaugurate a second massacre like that 
of Saint Domingo. Now, before concluding, 
one general word about slavery. We know 
from sacred writ that Abraham possessed 
slaves; that .Job, in his plaintivemood, plead- 
ed before the Almighty his kindness to his 
slaves ; that Moses did not strike at tho root 
of slavery, but only mitigated the hardships 
to which tho bondsman was otherwise sub- 
jected ; that our Divine Saviour did not teach 
or proscribe any law in reference to that es- 
pecial topic; that the Church, in the exercise 
of her infiuenco, employed only' tcligious and 
moral suasion to remove the dangers which 
surrounded both the masters and the slaves in 
their mutual relations to each other. Now, not 
to speak of other legislators, the Catholics of 
this country, and perhaps the Catholics of Chris- 
tendom at large, having made it a rule to i initate 
the examplo of our Lord, and to avoid — ex- 
cept in the way of the Church, as above re- 
ferred to — all interference with slavery where 
it is once established and constitutes an ele- 
ment in social and civil life. For this the 
Catholics have been praised, and no article in 
Dr. Brownson's Quarterly’ Review can induce 
them to forsake the wise and good old paths 
of their Divine Masters and of His Church. 

The author whose works the writer in 
Brownson's Review professes to criticise — 
viz: Augustia Cochin, knowsnothingof what 
slavery is in tho United States. No Euro- 
pean, unless he shall have lived a long time 
in this country, is qualified to write on this 
subject as it is known here. There is no an- 
alogy between the slavery known among pa- 
gan nations, whether of Greece or Rome, and j 
that which is recognized in our Southern 
States. In the former cases the slaves were, 
if not altogether, at least generally of the 
Caucasian race. They were often times the 
countrymen of their masters, speaking the 
same language, and not unfrequently by far 
the superior of their masters in education and 
refinement of manner. For them the transi- 
tion from bondage to freedom, under the aus- 
pices of the Church, was an easy and almost 
imperceptible transition. 

Slavery is derivable from the earliest an- 
nals of tho human race. The first necessity 
of a man, not being himself the head of a 
powerful family, was to' cling for protection 
to some such head. He became a slave 
voluntarily, but on condition that he should 
be protected ; for if he strayed from the fami- 
ly’, he became immediately an outcast and a 
foreigner, and liable to he seized and brought 
into servitude by those who chose to take 
advantage of his unprotected condition. As 
time went on families, especially under the 
Mosaic dispensation, were aggregated into 
communities, civil rights became recognized, 
and the whole social system, including the 
rights of slaves and masters, was surrounded 
and protected by laws, human we should call 
them, hut in tho case of tho Jewish people, 
laws of Divine origin. Nations must always 
precede legislation; and the law of nations 
could be nothing more, at any given time, 



than either a mutual agreement among them- j 
selves or the usages prevailing previous to 
any reciprocal understanding among them. 
Now, down to a recent period, the law of con- 
quest in war gave to the victor the right of 
life and death in reference to his captive. In ! 
modern times the progress of civilization has 
mitigated ; even in war, this stern rule. Civ- j 
ilized nations no longer turn their prisoners 
into slaves. 

W e wish to remark, however, that there is 
no analogy between ancient slavery and that 
which prevails in this country. IV lien the 
Spaniards obtained a footing in South Amer- 
ica they began by burying whole nations of 
living Indians in the deep caverns of their 
gold and silver mines, to dig out for them the 
precious metals there hidden. Their bishops 
remonstrated — they’ appealed to the Pope — 
the practice was condemned and anathemat- 
ized — because the Indians were naturally 
free men, and it was a crime against the 
Lord and His Christ for avarice to bring 
them down into tho bondage of slavery. 
Then attention was drawn to the condition < f 
tho negroes in southwestern Africa as likely 
to supply the want of labor that was experi- 
enced by the invader. The Holy See never 
approved either of this or the other system. 
But the Holy See has only a voice, and no 
armies to regulate tho inter-penetration of 
justice and injustice, even among Catholic 
nations, round tho globe. The African slave 
trade cemmenced, and the existence of slaves 
in the Southern States is its actual conse- 
quence. We can go so far as to agree with 
an eminent Catholic jurist and lawyer, in 
saying that slavery is a Divine institution. 
The rest of his eloquent dissertation on that 
subject is far from being out of harmony with 
the principles of the Catholic church. It is 
at least a divine permission of God's provi- 
dence. And now let us look at the matter 
from beginning to end. 

Africa, it is well known, is a country of 
savages, not having the slightest gleam of j 
hope as to a prospective civilization. We 
may say that, in all the southwestern section 
of Africa, there is no such thing known as the 
idea of a natural freeman. The tribes in the 
interior are in perpetual war, and the laws of 
war among them are, that the prisoner may 
be executed on tho spot or sold as a slave. It 
is but lateiy that the savage called King Da- 
homey immolated 2,0t)0, some say 5,000, of 
his prisoners, or subjects, to crimson with 
their blood the grave of his equally savage 
father. This was according to what, in the 
barbarian spirit of that country, was called 
“the great custom.” Now, if otfr philan- 
thropist of the Abolition school would pay 
the slightest attention to tho instincts and 
hopes of human nature, whether in Africa or 
elsewhere, they would easily comprehend 
that these two or five thousand victims would 
prefer slavery to decapitation. They might 
understand from what goes on here continual- 
ly — viz: that a poor prisoner who is con- 
demned to death by the laws of his country, 
chooses invariably, if mercy should interpose, j 
the penitentiary for life in preference to tho 
hemp of the gallows. This to human nature, j 
of which our Abolitionists do not appear to 
have any adequate conception. 

Now, suppose that the savage King of Da- 
homey sent his subjocts / or prisoners to somo 
of the factories on tho coast and sold them 
as slaves, would he be more guilty than if he 
had cut their heads off? Suppose the slavers 
at the dock should buy them off' at $1 25 a 
head from tho massacre of their barbarous I 
tyrant, would they be doing wrong? They ! 
would only have to choose between leaving | 
those wretches to he butchered or transport- j 
ing them to some of the slave colonies of I 
America. We, of course, believe that no | 
genuine Christian — nodeeent man — would be | 
engaged in this kind of business; still, we can- 1 
not discover the crime even of the slaver in | 
snatching them from the butcheries prepared 
for them in their native land. When they j 
arrive in those colonies, would it be a crime 
for humane masters to purchase them at a 
sum which prospectively might cover the an- , 
nual or semi-annual wages given to laborers ; 
in other parts of the world? These purebas- 
ors should be bound, and if they are men of j 
conscience they would be hound, to take care I 
of these unfortunate people. Under the cir- I 
cumstances, it is very difficult to discover in ] 
the purchaser any moral transgression of the 
law of God or of the law of man, where, that 
traffic is authorized. Tho terrific part of tho I 
question is, that not only tho individuals I 
brought to the American continent or islands 
are themselves to be slaves, hut their posteri- 
ty, in like manner, for all time to come. This 
is tho only terrific feature about American 
slavery. And yet it is not alien ffom tho 
condition of mankind in general. Original 
sin has entailed upon the human race its con- 
sequences for timo and eternity. And yet 
the men who are living now had no part in 
the commission of the original sin.

TELEGRAPHIC. 

(Special to tho N. Y. Herald. 1 

Fortress Monroe, Nov. 4. 

Tho followingextract is from the Richmond 
Examiner of November 4, and is from the 
report of Cupt. Hunter, dated ‘Off the coast 
of North Carolina, on Confederate steamer 
Curlew, October 30:'’ 

“At dawn yesterday we started on our way, 
looked in at Bacon Island and Ocracoke, but 
saw nothing with certainty of the enemy at 
or near either point. We then started for 
Hatteras Inlet, and when near the position of 
the inner buoy, the enemy opened fire upon 
us from the fort and two or three of their 
steamers, without injury.” Incoming within ! 
easy range, I sighted the rifled gun at the 
Harriet Lane and fired. The fort and steam- 
ers continued, to fire at us as rapidly as possible. 
Wo fired six shells and the stern gun at them 
five times. It is uncertain whether tho enemy 
sustained any injury. The Vandals fired 
twenty-three shells at us, only one of which 
came near. 

“Feeling that I had carried out the spiritof j 
your instructions I withdrew and waited within 
half a mile of the buoy, hoping to draw the 
steamer outside. When we fired the stern 
gun tho fort returned the shot. We stood 
back and fired another shell and took our de- 
parture. All hands displayed great enthusiasm, 
and seemed delighted when one steamer seem- 
ed moving towards us. There were at anchor 
inside sixteen sailing vessels and three steam- 
ers. 

“The steamer Spaulding is hourly expected 
at Fort Monroe, and we shall.then have news 
of the fight. Nothing has been heard from 
Hatteras for two weeks.” 

The Richmond Examiner of Nov. 4 says 
the wtfrkon the Merrimac is not yet completed, 
and there arc great cdmplaints of the iron 
w’ork as furnished by the founderies there, and 
adds, it is certainly high time she was com- 
pleted. 

The correspondent of the Examiner com- 
plains that Gov. Letcher, who had visited the 
Peninsula to look after thesituation, had done 
nothing but eat hog-flesh and drink. 

Fortress Monroe, Nov. 5. 

The Spalding has just arrived from Hat- 
teras Inlet, bringing Colonel Hawkins, who 
proceeds to Washington on special business 
connected with his post. The storm at Hat- 
teras Inlet was very severe, and the recent 
high tides have completely overflowed the 
space outside tho forts. A new channel is 
forming between the forts, and it is appre- 
hended they may become untenable. About 
a quarter of the clothing of the 20th Indiana 
Regiment had been landed from the Spalding 
on Friday night, but the gale coming on with 
tremendous severity, it was washed away. 
Some other stores were landed and lost yes- 
terday. 

Ten days rations for the post were safely 
landed, hut the Spalding brings back the 
greater part of her cargo. 

Five rebel steamers came near the Inlet 
yesterday, but retired after firing a few 
shots. 

Two coal schooners, carrying fuel to the 
fleet, made Hatteras Inlet during the gale, 
and hoistcd'the signal of distress, but could 
not he reached by the vessels inside. 

Indianapolis, Nov. 6. 

Positive intelligence has reached here that 
General Buckner has been reinforced by Gen. 1 
Johnson, from Columbus, with 20,000 men, 
only leaving 7,000 at the latter place. They 
contemplate a forward movement soon, for 
the purpose of rebuilding tho bridgo over 
Green river, which they declare was destroyed 
by mistake. 

Buckner still assorts that he will winter in 
Louisville His men are represented as being 
confident of success. 

St. Louis, Nov. 7. 

A letter from an officer high in rank in 
Springfield, dated on the 6th, says that the 
army is quiet and in good spirits ; that there 
ivasno enemy near, and Gen. Hunter had no 
expectation of a battle at present. 

A dispatch from Gen. Fremont, dated in 
Camp near Quincy. Mo., 6th, says he will be 
in St. Louis on Friday, accompanied by 408 
men. 

New York, Nov. 7. 

Tho Post says a gentleman of this city has 
received a private letter from Fort Monroe 
the 6th, saying: We havo just received a 
second dispatch from the great expedition. 
The Great Republic had grounded and lost 
some of the horses. Everything else was 
right. They were off Bull’s Bay. The story 
is repeated that Gov. Morgan and Senator 
Harris have sent a dispatch to Gen. Wood to- 
day, asking him to delay his contemplated 
resignation, and continue in his present posi- 
tion. 

Tho Chamber of Commerce has passed 
resolutions expressing its sense of the eminent 
services of Gen. Scott in flattering terms, and 
a committee was appointed to present him 
with a copy. 

Milwaukee, Nov. 7. 

Later returns show large Democratic gains. 
Racine connty, usually 100 Republican ma- 
jority, is reported Democratic. Tho result is 
very close and doubtful. 

Savannah, Nov. 5. 

A dispatch in the Richmond paper says a 
Federal frigate attempted to burn a vessel 
which was aground on Narrow Beach. The 
attempt failed and the frigate retired. 

There were 1,711 Federal prisoners at Rich- 
mond on Saturday. 

New York, Nov. 6. 

A special Washington dispatch says that 
the rebel prisoners escaped from the old Capi- 
tal building last night. The provost guard is 
in hot pursuit. 

The steamer Africa sailed to-day for Liver- 
pool with forty passengers, among whom were 
Archbishop Hughes and Thurlow Weed. 
Gen. Scott, it is understood, goes in Satur- 
day's steamer. 

Baltimore, Nov. 6. 

The election is progressing quietly, General 
Dix this morning issued instructions to judges 
to allow no man to vote who took part or bore 
arms in the April riot, or who refused, when 
challenged, to take an oatli of fidelity to the 
Government. The whole Union ticket will 
of course he elected by a clear and un- 
disputed majority of the loyal voters of the 
State. 

Zanesville, Ohio, Nov. 6. 

Considerable excitement has been created 
here this evening by the burning of an effigy 
of President Lincoln. 

Maysville, Nov. 6. 

A gentleman from Prestonsburg says Gen. 
Nelson has taken possession of that place and 
had advanced six miles beyond to Licking 
Station, and was still marching on. The 
pickets of the enemy were ten miles ahead, 
where the rebels, 3,000 strong, were expected 
to make a stand. Gen. Nelson expected to 
come up to them yesterday. 

Trenton, N. J., Nov. 6. 

The Statclias gone Democratic. The returns 
are yet not all in, but sufficient to make it 
certain that the Democrats will have a major- 
ity in both branches of the Legislature. The 
House is composed of GO members and the 
Senate of 21. The footings up to this time 
nre Senate, 11 Democrats, 10 Republicans; 
House, 31 Democrats, 23 Republicans, and 
1 Union man. 



New York, Nov. 6. 

A letter to the Commercial from Fortress 
Monroe says that tho resignation of Wool is 
anticipated. It also says there is excellent 
authority for saving there are two field officers 
at the Fort — a Major and Lieutenant Colonel 
of artillery — who are favorable to the rebel 
cause.

Cairo, Nov. 7. 

The expedition which left here last evening 
was destined, it was supposed, for Columbus. 
It is now having a warm time. Heavy con- 
nonading has been heard here for the last few 
hours, and we are expecting momentarily to 
hear of the capture of Columbus. 

Cairo, Nov .7. — The expedition left here 
last night, under command of Gens. Grant 
and McClernand, and landed below Missouri, 
three miles above Columbus, at 8 o’clock this 
morning. The Federal troops, numbering 3,- 
500, engaged the rebels, about 7,000 in num- 
ber, at 11 o’clock. The battle lasted until sun- 
down. The rebels were driven from their en- 
trenchments across the river with great loss. 
Their camp was burned, and their stores 
with all their baggage, cannon, horses, 
mules, and 100 prisoners, were taken. The 
Federalsthen retired, the rebels having receiv- 
ed reinforcements from Columbus. Both 
the Generals had their horses shot undor 
them. Colonel Dougherty, of Illinois, was 
wounded and taken prisoner. The rebel loss 
is not known. The Federalloss is believed to 
he from 300 to 500. 

Kansas City, Nov. 6. 

120 Federal troops, i nder Capt. Shields, 
were captured by the enemy near Little Santa 
Fe, Mo., this morning. The Federals were 
on their way to join Fremont's command. 
The reported force of the enemy was 600. 

Cleveland, Nov. 7.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whereas, the following Act, to-wit: 

An act to raise volunteer forces to repel the inva- 
sion of the State , and for other purposes. 

§ 1 . Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That as the soil of 
the State of Kentucky has been invaded by 
armed forces, acting under the authority of the 
so-called Confederate States ; therefore, for the 
purpose of repelling said invasion, the Governor 
of the State of Kentucky is hereby directed to 
issue his proclamation forthwith, calling out not 
less than forty thousand soldiers, residents aud 
j citizens of Kentucky, between the ages of eigh- 
| teen and forty-five years, to be mustered into the 
service of this Commonwealth for any term of 
service not less than twelve months nor more 
than three years, from the time they were mus- 
tered into service, unless sooner discharged. 

§ 2. That the Governor be, and he is hereby, 
authorized, in order to raise said force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from the date of bi> 
proclamation, tender their services ; and he shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and 
proper for the command of such volunteers. 

§ 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, whose 
service may be tendered and accepted under the 
provisions of this act, shall be mustered into ser- 
vice at such places of rendezvous in the Con- 
gressional District in which they volunteer as the 
General in the field shall appoint by his orders; 
and when so mustered into service, shall be then 
and there entitled to receive in advance one 
months pay, to be taken aud considered as part 
of their pay. 

4 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- 
ized, as provided for by this act, shall, when 
mustered into service, be under the command of 
the General commanding the State forces in the 
field. 

§ 5. That the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : Provided, That no person shall be ac- 
cepted in this arm of the service unless his skill 
and capacity have been tested by the General in 
command, or such officer as he may detail for 
that purpose : And provided also, That such per- 
sons shall receive five dollars per mouth of extra 
pay 

§ 6. That each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
in case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

I, 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

§ 8. That tho Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by the squadrons, bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
of ofiicers by any company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment shall be superintended and conduct- 
ed by any justice of the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who may be called on for that 
purpose ; and such justice or judge shall certify 
to the Military Board the names of the officers 
elected, and for what office each is elected, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to the Governor the names 
of the officers elected, and what office they have 
been respectively elected to fill, who shall issue

Proclamation by tbe Governor. 

Whkkf.as, The foliowing act of the Gmi- 
cral Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, cordially approved by me on the 20th 
instant, is the law of the land, I think proper, 
in the exercise of my executive duties, to 
make the same promptly known to the 
public, as 1 do hereby, and 1 do earnestly 
enjoin all citizens and residents of this 
State to be obedient to all the require- 
ments thereof, to tbe end that the hu 
mane and noble purposes of tbe Legisla- 
ture may be faithfully effected. The said act 
of tbe General Assembly is as follows: 

Etiolation* providing fnr tJtr prate mid quiet of 
the citizen, of this Commonwealth. 

Whkrkas, The peoply of Kentucky have, 
from the beginning, ardently desired and still 
cherish the hope tlmtthey may not be involv- 
ed in the unnatural, prevailing civil strife 
that Kentucky is now, ns she ever lias been, 
willing, and ready to interpose her friendily 
mediation in adjusting terms of peace and re- 
conciliation alike honorable and just to all; 
but as her wishes to mediate and restore har- 
mony may not avail at present, and it is de- 
sirable that the people in the meantime, 
should act in harmony, and be at peace 
among themselves, so that if they shall be 
involved in war, they will as far as possible, 
relieve and palliate tys calamities; therefore 

Resolved hi/ the General Assembly of the 
Common v cal h of Kentucky, That if collisions 
between hostile armies shall take place with- 
in our territory, that it is most earnestly re- 
commended to tho people of Kentucky not 
to engage in said strife amongst themselves, 
on account of differences of political opinions; 
that it is the duty of the people to he obedi- 
ent to the civil authorities, and respect in 
times of war as well its peace, all the rights 
guaranteed to every citizen by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the land, that all good citi- 
zens however they may differ in political opin- 
ions, should unite in protecting each other in 
their rights, of life, liberty, and property, 
against all and every invasion thereof by un- 
lawful raids, mobs, marauding hands or other 
evil disposed persons, and aid the civil au- 
thorities in arresting all such persons and 
bringing them before the courts for trial. 

Resolved, That we, the Representatives of 
the present General Assembly hereby pledge 
ourselves to a strict observance of the forego- 
ing resolutions, and earnestly recommend a 
like observance by all the people of the State 
of Kentucky.”
